N.  B.  Dr.  Brownlee,  Mr.  Slocnm,  and  W.  Robinson, 
ave  replied  to  Col.  Stone,  in  the  Journal  of  Commerce.

And  is  it  sol  Was  that  miaistiy  of 
oar  oaloved  diocesan  poor  and  rninous  which  gathered 
into  the  fold  of  Christ  hundreds  of  faithfnl  disciples  1 — 
Was  that  mini^ry  minions  which  had  the  divine  blessing 
at  West  Point,  a  place  of  peculiar  trial,  and  which  resulted 
in  the  accession  to  the  church  of  many  of  the  young  men, 
three  of  whom  are  at  this  moment  active  ministers  at  the 
illar  1  Thm  minisiry  so  successful  was,  it  1  lemember 
right,  a  ministry  in  which  unusual  disregard  was  evinced 
to  the  external  fencing  of  the  church.

About  10,000  volumes  were  sent  by  the  society  last  faU 
and  winter  for  distribulion,  to  various  places  which  had 
been  visited  by  the  agent,  and  in  which  pledges  had  beeni 
given  lor  their  distribution.

Three  boxes 
more,  intended  for  the  supply  of  a  whole  country,  were 
1  found  tms  very  month  in  the  Depository  at  Lynchburg, 
where  they  had  remained  for  nine  months.  In  some  cases,

rate  habits  are  rarely  formed  on  fermented  drinks 
alone ;  and  that  the  pour  drunkard  is  almoat  uniform¬ 
ly  found  to  draw  his  ruin  and  debasement  Irom  the 
worm  of  the  still.

remark,  that  the  inoiicriminate  and  sweeping  denun¬ 
ciations  which  it  is  now  the  fiishion  to  level  against 
whatever  may  chance  to  contain  a  drop  of  alcohol, 
threaten  some  consequences  moie  deplorable  than 
any  yet  referred  to.  It  is  gteatly  to  be  feared,  that 
by  such  a  course  all  that  hu  been  hitherto  gained  in 
inspiring  the  public  mind  with  a  boiror  of  strong 
drink,  will  be  more  tlian  lost.  If  men  are  to  be  hence- 
lorlh  taught  that  cider  and  whisky  are  equally  nox¬ 
ious,  it  it  much  m^'re  likely  that  they  will  restore  the 
latter  to  the  perilous  confiaeoce  it  pace  enjoyed,  than 
that  they  will  condemn  the  former  to  equal  and  utter 
reprobation.  It  is  to  be  feared  too,  that  such  doc¬ 
trines,  though  urged  for  the  avowed  purpose  of  saving 
drunkards,  will  ultimately  be  the  means  of  creating 
moie  than  it  redeems.  How  many  of  the  young  and 
inexperienced,  thus  instructed  that  it  matters  not 
whether  they  drink  beer  or  brandy,  may  resort  at 
once  to  the  latter,  and  thus  owe  their  ruin  to  those 
who  by  exagger  uing  truth,  have  inculcated  error. — 
How  many  drunkards,  too,  may  And  consolation  and 
courage  in  the  fact,  that  they  are  now  classed  by  tem¬ 
perance  men  with  the  virtuous  and  exemplary,  and 
that  in  diowning  leason,  character  and  all  in  the  vil 
est  haunu  of  sin,  they  incur  from  them  no  heavier 
reprobation  than  is  meted  out  to  him  who  presumes 
but  to  touch  his  lips  to  a  wine-glass  in  token  ol 
friendship. 

“  I  think  the  time  has  come,”  says  one  of  the  wis¬ 
est  and  most  venerated  men  in  New-England, 


We  want  men  who  bear  the  impress  of  courage 
and  swell  with  the  impulses  of  our  day.  We  must 
have  intellects,  begotten  by  the  exigencies  of  the 
times,  nursed  on  the  bosom  of  present  circumstances, 
and  led  on  the  strong  meat  of  cunent  facts.  But 
such  intellects  we  never  shall  see  in  any  great  num¬ 
ber,  until  the  sympathies  are  vigorously  and  syste¬ 
matically  cultivated.  The  reason  is  manifest.  It  il. 
the  sympathies  alone  that  connect  us  with  the  race. 
If  they  are  well  developed,  we  shall  feel  a  lively  in¬ 
terest  in  the  welfare  of  all  around  us,  and  we  shall 
Snd  our  being  closely  knit  to  theirs.  But  let  the 
sympathies  be  neglected,  until  they  dry  up,  or  fieeze 
at  the  fountain,  and  alas !  our  noblest  intellects  will 
continue  to  dwell  among  tbu  tombs  of  the  Christian 
fathers,  whence  they  will  issue  forth  every  Sabbath, 
to  drawl  out  their  charnel-lore  to  a  drowsy  world. 

6.  The  exercise  of  the  sympathies  increases  our 
own  happiness.  The  world,  nay  the  church,  has 
very  imperfectly  studied  the  sources  of  rational  en¬ 
joyment.  Seeing  God  has  made  us  social  beings, 
sustaining  intimate  mutual  relations,  it  is  reasonable 
that  he  should  place  our  chief  good  in  observing  that 
constitution.  It  is  surprising  that  this  simple  infer- 
I  ence  should  have  been  so  generally  overlooked.  It 
!  is  very  commonly  thought  that  whatever  of  feeling 
is  expended  upon  others  is  lost  to  our  own  stock  ol 
happiness.  Hence  the  sympathies  are  considered 
very  troublesome  companions,  demanding  expendi¬ 
tures  of  time,  toil,  and  money,  which  will  impover¬ 
ish  the  giver,  and  men  absolutely  set  themselves 
about  the  work  of  burying  their  sympathies,  oUt  oj 
regard  to  their  own  happiness. 

Yes.  There  are  those,  in  multitudes  too,  who, 
aiming  to  make  themselves  happy,  close  eyes  and 
ears  to  the  evils  which  surround  them,  stifle  their 
yearnings  towards  their  kind,  dam-up  the  outward 
flow  of  their  feelings,  and  strive  wholly  to  cut  them¬ 
selves  ofiF  from  tlieir  race.  Suicidal !  Sttangeis  to 
their  own  constitution  !  Drying  up  the  main  streams 
of  their  happiness,  and  contented  to  sip  at  the  rills. 

The  sources  of  happiness  are  not  within  ourselves. 
They  lie  in  other  beings.  Every  living  heart  throbs 
for  our  happiness,  while  sympathy,  like  a  great  ar¬ 
tery,  running  through  all  hearts,  and  receiving  the 
contributions  of  each,  pours  the  accumulated  steam 
of  bliss  into  ours. 

Brethren,  1  have  very  briefly  laid  before  you  the 
importance  of  cultivating  the  sympathies.  If  your 
intellects  are  luily  convinced,  let  me  press  the  sub¬ 
ject  upon  you  until  your  hearts  feel.

S.VYL1E  ON  SLAVERY. 

The  Rev.  James  Smylie,  of  the  Amite  Presbytery,  in 
this  state,  has  written  one  of  the  most  powerful  produc¬ 
tions  on  the  subject  of  the  institution  of  slavery  that  we 
ever  read.  It  is  in  pamphlet  form,  of  80  pages,  being  a 
review  of  certain  resolutions  of  the  Chill  icothe  Presbyte¬ 
ry,  condemning  slavery,  and  lending  to  make  abolitionism, 
the  test  of  fitness  for  the  communion  table. 

Rev.  Mr.  Smylie  examines  the  scripture  authorities  on 
the  subject,  and  finds  the  solemn  warrant  of  God  for  the 
institution  of  slavery  in  the  44lh,  45ih  and  dOih  verses  of 
the  xxi.  chapter  of  Exodus;  “Both  thy  bondmen  and 
thy  bondmaids,  which  thou  shall  have,  shall  be  of  the 
heathen  that  are  round  about  you  :  of  them  shall  ye  buy 
bondmen  and  bondwomen.  Moreover,  of  the  children  of 
.strangers  that  do  sojourn  among  you ;  of  them  shall  ye 
buy,  and  of  their  families  that  are  with  you,  which  they 
begat  in  your  land,  and  they  shall  be  of  your  possession. 
And  ye  shall  take  them  as  an  inheritance  for  your  child¬ 
ren  after  you,  to  inherit  for  a  posses.sion.  They  shall  be 
your  bondmen  forever :  but  over  your  brethren,  the  child¬ 
ren  of  Israel,  ye  shall  not  rule  one  over  another  with 
rigor.” 

Mr.  Smylie’s  manner  of  argument  is  peculiarly  felicit¬ 
ous :  he  examines  the  Old  Testament  author  ities  on  the  sol> 
ject;  in  vesligates  the  state  of  slavery  in  the  world  at  the  time 
of  Christ’s  advent,  and  then  examines  the  words  of  Jesus, 
and  his  apostles,  to  find  out  “  the  mind  of  the  Spirit”  on 
the  eventful  question.  As  a  very  few  of  the  results  ol 
Mr.  Smylie’s  investigation,  he  found  the  institution  ol 
slavery  recognized  in  at  least  two  of  the  ten  commands — 
those  sublime  landmarks  of  morals,  that  were  set  up  to 
reach  from  the  past  to  the  present  eternity  :  he  found  it 
recognized  by  Christ,  who  gave  the  warmest  commenda¬ 
tion  that  ever  fell  from  bis  divine  lips  to  the  slaveholding 
Centurion,  whose  faithful  slave,  in  the  exercise  of  his  in¬ 
finite  benevolence,  he  deigned  to  heal :  he  found  it  recog¬ 
nized  by  Peter  and  Paul,  the  latter  of  whom  cla.ssed  it 
with  those  beautiful  and  tender  institutions  of  human  life, 
marriage,  and  the  parental  and  filial  relations,  giving  ap¬ 
propriate  and  minute  instructions  to  guide  the  couduct  of 
both  masters  and  slaves;  and  he  could  not,  between  the 
covers  of  the  word  of  Gt^,  find  a  single  passage  casting 
censure  upon  the  institution,  or  denying  its  righteousness 
in  the  si^ bt  of  Infinite  Purity. 

The  diction  and  style  of  this  pamphlet  are  clas.sical  and 
temperate,  such  as  would  emanate  from  a  mind  of  the 
highest  order.  Thousands  of  copies  would  find  a  ready 
sale,  if  it  were  belter  printed,  and  presented  an  appear¬ 
ance  in  the  least  corresponding  with  its  literary  ana  po¬ 
lemic  value.

Tha  time  has  come  when  the  friends  of  human  rights, 
without  distinction  of  name,  sect  or  party,  ought  to  be  pre¬ 
paring  their  petitions  to  Congress  for  the  abolition  of 
slavery  and  the  slave-trade  in  the  District  of  Columbia. 
It  is  the  universal  opinion  of  the  nuith,  sustained  by  a 
large  body  of  southern  citizens,  that  Congress  has,  by  the 
constitution,  full  power  to  abolish  slavery  in  the  District 
in  any  way  they  choose.  It  is  also,  we  suppose,  the  gen¬ 
eral  opinion  of  the  free  stales,  that  Congress  ought  abo¬ 
lish  it,  in  the  best  way  they  can  devise,  so  that  the  capital 
of  the  nation  shall  no  longer  be  the  great  slave-market  of 
the  continent.

“  Knowledge  ia  like  the  light  of  Heaven ;  free,  pure,  pleasant, 
exhausilees;  it  inTites  all  to  potaetsion;  it  admits  of  no  ore. 
empiion  ;  no  rights  exclusive  ;  no  monopoly.”  ” 

The  spectacle  is  now  exhibited  in  this  country,  perhaps 
for  the  first  time,  since  the  creation  of  the  world,  of  a  na-> 
tional  demand,  arising  from  all  ranks,  of  a  vast  popula¬ 
tion,  for  the  means  of  knowledge— a  demand  far  exceed¬ 
ing  the  supply.  It  is  probable  that  no  nalion  has  existed, 
in  which  the  habit  of  reading,  was  so  universal,  and  the 
thirst  for  knowledge  so  intensely  felt. 

We  have  also,  in  the  printing  press  and  the  steam  en¬ 
gine— in  the  vast  resources  of  English  literature  ;  and  in 
the  multiplying  productions  of  living  authors,  means  am¬ 
ply  adequate  to  meet  any  demand.  We  have  it  in  our 


est  and  most  venerated  men  in  New-England,  m  a 
private  letter  to  the  sabacriber,  some  months  since, 
“  when  it  is  expedient  to  take  a  position  in  advance  ol  I 
our  first  line  ol  demonstration — abstinence  from  dis¬ 
tilled  spirit.  But  in  making  the  advance  we  ought  to 
do  it  so  circumspectly,  that  we  may  not  be  under  the 
necessity  of  afterwards  ^making  a  retrograde  move¬ 
ment.  There  should  be  no  countermarches  in  such 
a  cause  as  this.  While  we  endeavor  to  lead  public 
opinion,  we  should  not  throw  ouiselves  so  far  forward 
as  to  he  out  of  sight  of  those  whom  we  are  aiming 
to  inflaence.  The  late  agitation  of  the  question  re¬ 
specting  the  sacramental  use  of  wine  I  should  deep¬ 
ly  deplore,  weie  it  not  that  1  take  it  for  granted,  that 
every  opinion,  however  absurd,  must,  in  this  free  coun¬ 
try,  be  discussed,  and  every  experiment,  however  fri¬ 
volous,  be  tried—  that  it  is  ouly  after  this  process  of 
successive  exclusions  that  we  can  be  induced  to  set¬ 
tle  down  upon  sober  reality  and  well  grounded  con¬ 
viction.  As  I  have,  for  some  time,  been  in  the  prac¬ 
tice  of  total  abstinence,  I  find  no  self-denial  in  it. — 
But  I  am  not  prepared  to  denounce  those  as  grossly 
immoral,  who  take  time  to  consider  before  they  relin¬ 
quish,  that  which  without  even  suspicion  of  danger, 
they  have  been  accustomed  to  consider  as  almost  in¬ 
dispensable  to  their  health  and  comfort.”

Let  all  who  think  so  unite  in  petitioning 
to  that  efl’ect— and  no  more. 

It  is  true,  the  House  of  Representatives,  at  the  last  ses¬ 
sion,  passed  an  order  that  petitions  on  this  subject  should 
henceforth  be  neither  read  nor  committed,  but  simply  laid 
on  the  table  in  silence.  But  the  body  of  the  people,  north 
and  south,  are  dissatisfied  with  that  vote.  Let  them  take 
their  appeal,  then,  from  the  servants  to  the  sovereigns, 
from  the  delegates  to  the  source  of  power,  from  the  repre¬ 
sentatives  to  the  people.  The  people  alone  can  procure 
a  reversal  of  that  infamous  vole.  Let  a  suflicient  amount 
of  the  popular  weight  be  found  attached  to  these  petitions, 
and  THEY  WILL  BE  HEARD.  It  is  only  because  they 
were  made  to  believe  that  the  petitioners  were  few  and 
insignificant,  and  could  be  easily  scared,  that  the  repre¬ 
sentatives  dared  to  vote  for  such  a  resolution. 

The  only  objection  against  the  measure,  that  has  the 
appearance  ot  a  constitutional  argument,  is  this — The 
constitution  prohibits  Congress  from  taking  any  man’s 
property  from  him  for  public  use,  without  compensation. 
But  to  this  there  are  two  answers.  One  is,  that  the  con¬ 
stitution  no  where  recognizes  a  right  of  properly  in  ser¬ 
vants,  never  speaks  of  them  as  property,  and  therefore,  by 
the  rule  of  construction,  does  not  authorize  Congress  to 
regard  them  as  property.  Hence  legislation  on  this  sub-

Mercy  to  the  Chief  of  Sinners. — The  Rev.  William 
Blood,  a  minister  in  connection  with  the  Synod  of  Ulster, 
was  recently  pastor  of  a  church  in  Carlow,  Ireland ;  but 
finding  his  sphere  of  labor  quite  restricted  there,  he  has 
recently  emigrated  to  America.

This  is  the  title  of  a  tract  which  contains  a  narrative  of 
the  arrest,  trial,  sentence  and  execution  of  Mrs.  Lucinda 
Sly  and  John  Dempsey,  for  murder,  at  Carlow  in  Ireland, 
in  March,  1835,  and  is  especially  designed  to  communi¬ 
cate  certain  facts  and  incidents  relating  to  their  convic¬ 
tion  of  sin,  and  the  conversion  of  their  souls  to  God. 

Accounts  of  the  repentance  of  murderers  just  before 
their  execution  are  generally  received  with  much  incre¬ 
dulity  by  people  of  the  world,  and  doubts  as  to  the  pro¬ 
priety  of  their  publication  have  been  often  expre.ssed. 
This  was  the  case  in  regard  to  the  execution  of  Joel 
Clough,  for  the  murder  of  Mrs.  Hamilton  in  New  Jersey, 
a  few  years  since.

naled  the  syinpathies.  I  lepeat  it — to  show  the  im 
portance  of  cultivating  the  sympathies,  as  the  basis 
of  Christian  character. 

What  is  the  design  of  these  attributes?  It  is  to 
make  it  pleasant  tor  us  to  discharge  our  obligations 
to  our  fellow-men,  and  thus  render  it  more  certain 
that  we  will  discharge  them. 

How  do  they  produce  this  effect  ?  They  so  iden¬ 
tify  us  with  all  other  individuals  of  the  race,  that  we 
are  compelled  to  participate  with  them  in  whatever 
.feelings  they  may  have.  The  suffeiinj's  of  others 
become,  by  sympathy,  our  sufferings,  afflicting  us  al¬ 
most  as  keenly  as  though  they  originated  in  our  own 
persons.  Now,  that  instinctive  aversion  to  pain, 
which  always  leads  us  to  prevent  it  in  ourselves,  will 
prompt  us  to  termiuate  it  in  others,  since  pain,  in 
smiting  others,  smites  us  also. 

It  is  thus  that  our  sympathies  by  taking  hold  of  our 
self-love,  supply  us  with  incentives  to  benefit  our  fel- 
low-inen. 

But  these,  just  as  all  other  natural  powers,  must  be 
cultivated  with  diligence  and  care  unceasing,  else 
they  can  never  serve  the  purposes  foi  which  they 
were  made.  Originally  feeble,  they  flow  out  merely 


A  just  view  of  the  subject  seems  to  us  to  be,  that  facts — 
well  authenticated,  sober  facts — and  the  tract  under  con¬ 
sideration  bears  intrinsic  evidence  of  being  of  this  sort — 
showing  the  free  grace  and  pardoning  mercy  of  God  to 
the  chief  of  sinners,  even  at  the  eleventh  hour,  ate  proper 
and  instructive  for  all  to  read.

manner.  I  felt  thankful  to  tiod  several  times  during  ns 
delivery  for  sueh  a  spiritual  guide.  How  active!  how 
watchful !  bow  devoted !  bow  full  of  the  savor  of  the 
word  of  life!  I  think  I  speak  tbu.s  far  the  sentiments  of  all 
the  clergy ;  certainly  all  with  whom  I  have  conversed. — 
One  same  feeling  of  love  for  the  bishop,  and  of  thankful¬ 
ness  to  God,  were  renewed  on  Saturday  night.  On  that 
day  we  bad  no  preaching  until  evening,  when  we  listen¬ 
ed  to  a  rich  and  instructive  discourse  from  Mr.Milnor.  All 
the  business  of  the  convention  was  closed,  and  the  bishop 
arose  to  give  ns  in  a  familiar  way  a  few  words  of  part¬ 
ing  counsel.  How  tenderly  he  led  us  to  the  Savior  and 
the  cross !  How  affectionately  he  besought  us  to  keep 
our  Hocks  near  to  this  fountain  of  life !  Faithfully  did 
he  admonish  us  to  watch  over  the  souls  committed  to 
our  care,  and  bade  us  “pray  without  ceasing,”  living  al¬ 
ways  in  the  very  presence  ol  God.  The  same  feelings 
were  still  more  strongly  excited  on  Sunday  morning. — 
The  clergy  were  all  assembled  in  the  rooms  of  the  rector 
of  the  parish,  and  the  bishop  came  in  among  them  a  few 
minutes  before  the  hour  of  service.  He  exchanged  a 
few  words  ol  greeting,  and  then,  just  as  he  stood  in  the 
middle  of  the  room,  surrounded  by  his  clergy  and  un¬ 
distinguished  from  them  by  his  ap^rel,  he  gave  out  the 
word,  “  Come  Holy  Spirit  heavenly  dove.”

the  wants  of  our  rising  population  u  imperatively  felt. — 
The  mass  of  oncnltivated  mind  rising  op  among  os,  of 
foreign  as  well  as  of  native  origin,  indicates  the  necessity 
of  some  more  adequate  system  for  the  mental  and  moral 
improvement  of  the  community. 

It  is  known  that  a  large  proportion  of  onr  jnvenile  po¬ 
pulation  is  coming  forwaru  with  the  rapidity  of  time,  to 
exercive  the  rights  and  perform  the  duties  of  American 
citizens,  wiibont  any  adequate  culture  either  of  mind  or 
heart  With  maltitudes  of  such  character  about  to  exert 
their  influence  on  the  state  of  society,  what  can  be,expect- 
ed,  bat  that  they  will  fill  our  cities  and  villages  with 
crime,  and  our  whole  land  with  the  evils  and  the  sorrows 
attending  an  ignorant,  vicious,  and  unprincipled  popula¬ 
tion. 

In  some  other  countries,  less  favored  than  oars,  may  be 
i  found  a  far  more  liberal  and  generous  provision  for  the 
\  instruction  of  the  people,  than  exists  among  ns,  if  we  take 
into  view  the  whole  extent  of  our  territory  and  the  aggre¬ 
gate  of  onr  popnlatiun ;  and  the  Committee  feel  convinced 
that  the  moral  and  intellectnal  condition  of  the  peemie, 
even  in  the  most  favored  portions  of  onr  land,  is  below 
the  standard  which  is  requisite  for  the  permanent  pros¬ 
perity  of  onr  Republican  institutions.  'To  extend  there¬ 
fore  the  means  of  diffusing  widely  among  onr  people 
useful  knomltdge,  the  Committee  cannot  bat  regard  as  an 
imperious  duly  devolving  on  every  good  citizen,  as  a  pa¬ 
triot,  pbilanihropist,  and  Christian. 

In  view  of  such  considerations,  it  is  proposed  to  estab¬ 
lish  a  National  Institution  on  the  plan  devel<^»ed  in  the 
subjoined  Constiintion,  to  which  the  Committee  particn- 
larly  invite  roar  attention.  They  also  solicit 
of  the  principles  it  involves ;  yonr  opinion  of  the  prooaole 
reception,  by  the  commnnity  at  lar«,  of  pnWieations  to 
he  isaoed  under  such  sanctions;  ai^of  the  sympamyMd

1.  Resolved,  That  we  are  fully  persuaded  that  a  strict 
and  proper  obwrvance  of  this  day  is  indispensable  to  the 
moral  safety  of  individuals,  families,  churches  and  na¬ 
tions. 

2.  Resolved,  That  foreign  emigration,  our  rapid  pub 
lie  improvements,  and  the  spirit  of  speculation,  by  which 
society  seems  to  be  overrun,  are  among  the  most  threat- 
ening  circumstances,  as  to  this  institution. 

3.  Resolved,  That  we  rejoice  this  subject  has  been 
taken  up  by  the  last  General  Assembly  and  placed  before 
the  public  mind  in  an  aspect  so  clear,  bold  and  afiectinir, 
and  that  ecclesiastical  bodies  at  their  late  meetings,  have 
followed  their  example. 

4.  Resolved,  That  our  hope  under  God  for  the  redemp¬ 
tion  of  this  day,  from  its  present  awful  violations,  must 
be  placed,  not  chiefly  on  the  influence  of  law,  but  on  cor¬ 
rected,  strong  moral  sentiment,  and  in  order  to  promote 
such  sentimem,  we  consider  it  needful  that  all  Christian 
parents  shoula  take  special  pains  to  preserve  this  day  sa¬ 
cred  in  their  families:  that  every  session  should  make 
frequent  efforts  to  prevent  all  violations  of  the  Sabbath 
among  the  members  of  their  respective  churches,  and 
that  every  paMoi  should  oAen  present  this  subject  in  its 
various  bearings  before  his  people. 

5.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  all  the  ses¬ 
sions  within  our  bounds  to  take  all  proper  measures  to 
bring  the  whole  population  within  their  respective  con¬ 
gregations  to  a  regular  attendance  on  public  worship,  as 
a  direct  means  of  promoting  a  better  observance  of  the 
cause  of  revivals;  and  secure  the  salvation  of  multitudes.

— Every  body  knows  that  Roliert  Ral¬ 
ston  was  the  father  of  the  “  Philadelphia  Bible  Society” 
— the  first  institution  of  the  kind  established  on  this  conti¬ 
nent,  which  would  have  been  *'  The  American  Bible  So¬ 
ciety,”  if  the  Christians  of  New-York  and  New-England 
had  then  pos.sessed  sufficient  courage  and  zeal  to  have  met 
his  ardent  desires  and  exertions  in  commencing  the  blas.s- 
ed  work.  The  conception  had  its  origin  in  his  mind,  and 
bis  exertions  and  influence  collecteil  together  in  his  own 
house,  the  late  venerable  Bishop  White,  called  from  his 
labors  so  recently  before  hinL  the  late  Dr.  Rush,  Dr.  Green , 
and  others,  to  the  number  of  thirty-four,  who  there  estab¬ 
lished  the  institution.  Bishop  White  was  its  first,  and 
has  been  its  only  president,  and  Mr.  Ral.ston  was  its  first, 
and  only  treasurer. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Philadelphia  Bible  Society,  Rev.

Most  deliohtful  Intelligence. — The  whole  Bible  com 
pleted  and  printed  in  the  Burman  tongue,  and  the  (act 
communicated  by  the  pen  of  the  greatly  beloved  and  high¬ 
ly  honored  Judson. 

Extract  ot  a  letter  to  Rev.  S.  H.  Cone,  from  Rev.  A 
Jndson,  dated  Maulmein,  Feb.  4, 1836,  in  answer  to  inqui 
ries  on  the  subject  of  Bible  translation  and  distribution  in 
Asia. 

Rev.  and  Dear  Sir — The  Burman  Bihle,  in  4  vols  8vo. 
containiog  nearly  2,400  pages,  was  completed  on  the  29th 
of  December  last.  We  are  now  printing  a  second  edition 
of  the  psalms,  and  are  preparing  to  print  a  second  edition 
of  the  New  Testament. 

In  the  Taling  Language,  (he  New  Testament  is  nearly 
translated  by  a  native  scholar,  a  Christian ;  but  it  must  be 
thoroughly  examined  and  revised  by  one  of  our  number, 
who  is  studying  Taling  for  that  purpose,  before  we  shall 
ventnre  to  publish  it. 

In  the  Karen  language,  the  New  Testament  is  in  a 
coarse  of  translation  at  Tavoy,  and  some  part  of  it  will 
probably  be  printed  as  soon  a.s  we  can  obtain  a  complete 
foont  of  Karen  types,  which  we  are  expecting  within 
three  or  four  months. 

As  to  introducing  Chinese  Bibles  into  the  southwe.stern 
part  of  the  empire,  I  have  no  donbt  it  can  be  done,  by  two 
routes,  from  Ava  and  from  Sadiya.  But  the  missionaries 
at  these  stations  will  doubtless  be  collecting  information 
OB  that  very  important  poinu 

It  is  impossible  to  say  how  many  Bibles  could  be  judi 
cioosly  d^ributed  in  Burmah.  If  the  government  was 
tolerant,  I  should  say  tens  of  thousands;  whether  they 
could  or  would  be  read  immediately  or  not.  But  one 
word  from  the  Viceroy  of  Rangoon  would  close  that  port 
against  onr  Bibles  and  tracts ;  and  that  port  is  the  key  to 
the  whole  country ;  so  that  we  are  obliged  to  proceed  pru 
dently.  Or,  if  we  had  a  printing  establishment  in  the 
country,  the  importation  of  paper,  and  even  the  operation 
of  the  press  itself,  conid  be  prohibited  with  the  same  ease. 

But  we  must  all  go  forward,  preaching  the  gospel,  and 
diatriboling  Bibles  and  tracts  in  every  possible  way,  and 
in  every  language  under  heaven.  Il  one  door  is  shut,  we 
raiut  pash  in  at  another.  Victory,  we  are  sore,  will  be 
ours  at  the  last.

Benefits  op  a  Newspaper.— The  Christian  Mirror  men¬ 
tions  a  church  which  some  years  voted  to  supply  every 
family  in  which  one  of  their  members  resided,  with  a  copy 
of  that  paper.  This  was  done  at  a  time  when  they  were 
unable  to  support  a  minister  without  help  from  abroad.— 
They  have  since  repaired  th-iir  house  of  worship — pur¬ 
chased  a  parsonage — and  educated  three  sons  of  the 
church — and  besides  supporting  their  pastor,  they  now 
contribute  an  amount  nearly  equal  to  his  salary  for  bene¬ 
volent  purposes. 

Rbpobmeo  Popaav.— The  following  description  is  given  of 
the  mode  in  which  the  Messrs.  Crotty,  the  r^ormed  Roman 
Catholic  priests,  conduct  public  worship :  —They  have  a  con¬ 
gregation  of  about  400.  Over  the  alter,  instead  of  a  painting 
of  the  crucifixion,  are  the  ten  commandments,  including  the 
aecond,  agreeable  to  the  Protestant  version.  The  service  con¬ 
sists  of  a  series  of  prayers,  excluding  those  addressed  to  the 
Virgin,  and  of  the  taking  of  the  sacrament,  according  to  the 
words  of  our  Saviour,  in  remembrance  of  him,  Messrs.  Crot¬ 
ty  caution  their  hearers  particularly  against  the  prevailing 
error,  that  either  good  works  or  afflictions,  however  great,  can 
effect  any  part  in  their  salvation  ;  and  they  remind  Uiem  that 
the  Virgin  Mary,  in  the  fulness  of  joy,  exclaims,  “My  soul 
doth  magnify  tha  Lord,  and  my  spirit  hath  rrioiced  in  God  my 
Saviour.”  Witn  regard  to  the  invocation  of  saints,  they  sr- 
gi^  in  answer  to  the  objection  that  if  a  favor  is  required  of  a 
King,  or  any  other  Potentate,  it  is  more  likely  to  be  granted 
by  using  his  favorites  as  means,  that  if  a  King  issue  a  proc¬ 
lamation,  saying  he  is  perfectly  willing  to  grant  any  request 
made  by  his  subjects  to  himself  in  person,  nay  importunes 
such  as  have  gteavances,  to  come  ana  lay  them  at  his  foot¬ 
stool,  no  man  would  be  insame  enough  to  have  recourse  to 
favorites.  Now  this,  they  say,  is  what  Christ  has  done  for 
us— “Come  (says  he)  to  me,  all  ye  that  are  weary  and  heavy 
laden,  and  I  will  give  you  rest.” — [Lon.  Adv. 

Roman  Catholic. — The  Belgian  papers  .state,  that  the  Jesuits 
who  had  estaUisherf  a  boarding  school  at  a  place  near  Antwerp, 
have  wholly  and  suddenly  abandoned  it,  without  any  notice.  They 
are  probably  gone  to  Hungary,  where  at  present,  according  to  a 
German  paper,  there  is  a  great  demand  fur  them  to  make  head  a- 
gainal  the  Calvinists,  who,  in  spite  of  the  iilmust  zeal  on  the  part 
of  the  Catholic  clergy  of  Hungary,  are  said  to  be  there  making  great 
encroachments. 


We  were  apacially  pleased  to  observe  the  strain  of  just  re¬ 
ligious  sentiment  which  pervaded  many  of  the  exerc  ses,  prov- 
mg  the  happy  effect  of  having  given  the  Bible  the  prominent 
place  assigned  to  it  in  the  plan  of  the  Univereiiy,  and  in  the 
oouraeof  instruction.

DNIVERaiTV  OF  WESTERN  NEW-YORK. 

The  Trustees  ofthe  University  of  Western  New  York  have 
made  arrangements  for  commencmg  the  college  course  in 
this  inautution,  on  the  second  Wednssday  of  November 
next. 

A  convenient  and  spacious  edifice  has  been  provided  for 
the  use  of  the  college,  until  the  buildings  about  to  be  erected 
on  the  University  grounds  shall  be  completed.  This  edifice 
is  pleasantly  situated  in  a  quiet  and  elevated  part  ofthe  city. 

It  contsine  a  chapel  and  other  apartments  for  the  public  ac¬ 
commodations  of  the  college,  and,  in  addition  to  these,  lodg¬ 
ing  rooms  for  a  considerabre  number  of  students.  Profeasoi 
Handermann,  who  has  charge  of  the  department  of  Mathe¬ 
matics  and  Natural  Philosophy,  is  already  upon  the  ground. 
Mr.  S.  Kingsley,  extensively  and  favorably  known  at  the 
Principal  of  the  Academy  located  in  this  city,  besides  being 
connected  with  the  Faculty  in  the  laWs  of  tuition  and  gov¬ 
ernment,  will  reside  in  the  college  buildings,  direct  all  the  ex¬ 
ternal  affairs  of  the  institution,  and  exercise  a  paternal  super¬ 
vision  of  the  students.  Other  offiesrs  will  be  in  readiness  at 
the  opening  ol  the  term. 

Arrangements  are  made  for  providing  board  in  commons 
for  all  the  studenis.  If  any  student  wishes  to  take  board  and 
lodging  in  a  private  family,  he  should  make  an  early  applica¬ 
tion  to  the  government. 

The  ex.-onses  of  a  connexion  with  the  University  will  be 
about  $126  per  annum. 

The  same  qualifications  for  admiaaion  to  the  Freshman 
and  Sophomare  classes,  will  be  expected  as  are  usually  re¬ 
quired  in  the  colleges  of  this  state.  Application  for  admis¬ 
sion  to  the  University,  or  for  further  information  of  any  kind, 
may  be  made  before  the  8th  of  November,  to  either  of  Uie 
Executive  Committee:  on  and  after  that  day,  to  either  of  the 
Profesaora  and  Instructors  at  the  University  buildings.  The

Storrs  at  Pittsifield,  j 
last  March.  It  will  be  remembered  that  he  was  charged, 
on  the  OATH  ot  Sherburn  Green,  with  being  a  “com¬ 
mon  railer  and  brawler,”  and  on  the  miserable  and  ridic-  j 
ulons  testimony  of  two  men,  who,  out  of  seventeen  wit¬ 
nesses  summoned,  were  chosen  as  the  most  supple  tools, ! 
and  after  a  speech,  worthy  only  of  Jfack  Cade,  from  MO¬ 
SES  NORRIS,  Jr.  E.sq.,  a  member  of  the  bar,  was  con¬ 
victed  by  REUBEN  T.  LEAVITT,  of  Pittsfield,  assisted 
by  ROBERT  KNOX,  of  Ep.som,  anrt  HENTY  ROBY, 
of  Chichester,  public  magistrates  of  New  Hampshire,  and 
sentenced  to  “oe  coiiiinitted  to  the  house  of  correction,” 
and  “  pat  to  hard  labor  for  the  term  of  three  months  !  ” 
The  case  came  up  last  Monday  afternoon,  by  appeal,  be¬ 
fore  the  Court  of  Common  Plea.s  now  oittiiig  in  this  town. 
His  Honor,  Judge  Richardson,  called  for  the  prosecuting 
party,  but  no  one  responded.  He  called  again.  He  in¬ 
quired  of  the  attorney  general — he  knew  nothing  of  the 
matter.  A  member  of  the  bar  referred  the  Judge  to  Mo¬ 
ses  Norris,  who  wa.s  present — he  shook  his  head,  while 
every  eye  In  the  room  was  bent  on  him  with  piercing 
glances.  Another  member  remarked  that  “  he  had  re¬ 
pented.”  No  one  appearing  to  conduct  the  prosecution, 
the  Judge  ordered  it  to  be  discharged.  During  all  this 
time,  Norris  sat  among  his  brother  lawyers  like  a  brand¬ 
ed  villain.  Had  he  pos.sesed  the  common  feelings  of  a 
man,  he  would  have  shrunk  from  the  scornful  and  con¬ 
temptuous  looks  of  all  around  him — he  would  have  sought 
refuge  from  his  degrading  notoriety  among  the  woods  of 
his  disgraced  town.  Political  office  can  never  repay  him 
for  the  chagrin  and  bitter  reproaches  of  last  Monday.

TERniTORv  OF  Michigan. — The  Michigan  Convci  t  m  metal 
Ann  Arbor  on  ihe  26ih  nil.,  to  decide  the  quealion  of  accepting  or 
rejecting  the  termi  of  admiaaion  into  the  iJnion  prescribed  by  the 
la&t  Congress.  On  ihe  28ih  the  iuiporlant  vote  was  taken,  and 
the  result  is,  that  Michigan  still  remains  a  Territory.  Of  course 
her  S  natori  and  Kepreacnialives  elected  to  Congress,  last  year, 
anticipation  of  her  admission  into  the  Union,  will  have  to  slay 
home.  The  following  preamble  (in  part)  and  resolutions  were 
adopted  by  the  Convention, — Yeas  28,  Noes  21. 

And  whereas,  Congress  have  also  in  said  act  inserted  a  proviso 
proposing  a  radical  alteration  of  our  siNilhorn  and  southeastern 
boundary,  secured  us  by  the  articles  of  compact  contained  in  the 
aforesaid  ordinance  of  1787,  and  which,  if  acceded  to  by  the  people  ' 
of  Michigan,  would  deprive  us  of  all  jurisdiction  over  inc  waters  of 
lake  Erie,  and  gratuitously  bestow  on  Ohio,  the  csc'.usive  jurisd.c- 
lion  on  the  waters  of  the  said  lake,  from  Ihe  Pennsylvania  line  to 
Ihe  mouth  of  the  Detroit  river;  a  gift,  the  extent  of  which  (we 
believe)  neither  Congress  nor  the  Slate  of  Ohio,  liilly  comprehend  ; 
and  have  required  the  people  ofiliis  State  to  give  their  assent  to 
the  aforesaid  chango  of  boundaries,  by  a  convention  of  delegates 
to  be  by  them  elected. 

And  whereas,  this  convention  taking  into  cnnsideraiinn  the  just 
rights  of  Michigan,  as  respects  her  southern  and  southeaslern 
boundary,  and  also  her  constiiiition,  emhr.iciiig  that  part  of  our 
territory  claimed  by  diio,  and  believing  that  the  assent  required 
by  the  said  proviso,  cannot  be  given  by  us,  without  a  palpable  vio¬ 
lation  of  our  constitution,  (which  provides  the  only  way  in  which 
it  can  be  amended,  and  over  which  this  convention  has  no  control,) 
without  a  sacrifice  of  our  rights  and  interests  and  without  commit¬ 
ting  an  act  of  self-degradation.  Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  this  convenlien  cannot  give  their  assent  to  the 
proposition  contained  in  said  proviso— but  the  same  is  hereby  re¬ 
jected. 


Church  op  England  news. — The  Rev.  W.  Otter,  the  Prin¬ 
cipal  of  King’s  College,  and  the  intended  new  Bishop  of  Chiches¬ 
ter,  will,  it  is  said,  in  a  fnw  days  receive  Ihe  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Divinity,  by  Royal  mandate,  previous  to  bit  conge  d’elire. 

On  Wednes  lay,  Dr.  Allen,  the  late  Bishop  of  Bristol,  was  con¬ 
firmed  Bishop  of  Ely,  at  Bow  Church.

FOREIGN. 

The  Ship  John  Taylor,  from  Liverpool,  arrived  on  Wednesday, 
bringing  ne  ore  to  August  SOib.  Thay  contain  important  nows  of 
the  dissolution  of  the  French  Ministry  on  (he  26th  of  August,  in 
consequence  of  a  difr..‘rcnce  with  the  King  on  the  quesuon  of  a 
Spanish  intervention.  The  King  was  apposed  to  the  intervention 
on  the  ground  of  a  protest  from  the  Nothem  Powers. 

There  seems  to  be  a  little  confusion  among  the  parties,  and  we 
really  cannot  tell  certainly  whether  all  the  ministers  except  one 
have  resigned,  or  whether  it  is  only  Mr.  Thiers,  Ihe  President  of 
the  Council,  who  has  retired.  Tha  diffarence  cannot  be  much  for 
Mr.  Thiers  was  the  mainspiing. 

Spain. — It  is  plain  that  the  condition  of  the  Spanish  government 
and  people  is  wretched  in  the  extreme.  Since  the  overthrow  of 
the  Isturilz  Ministry,  and  the  accession  of  a  new  one  headed  by 
Calatrava,  which  change  was  brought  about  by  force  of  arms,  the 
modi  rate  parly,  who  have  hitherto  borne  the  brunt  in  Ihe  contest 
against  the  Carlists,  appear  to  be  much  discouragi-d,  and  the  do¬ 
minant  party  themselves  are  far  from  being  united  in  an  efficient 
course  of  measures  for  the  prosecution  of  the  war.  Meantime  the 
interest  felt  by  Prance  and  England  in  opposing  Ihe  Carlists  lias 
very  mudi  abated,  as  they  prefer  even  despotism  te  anarchy.  No 
additional  aid  can  he  expected  from  France,  while  the  present  or¬ 
der  of  things  continues.  And  without  foreign  aid,  it  is  extremely 
doubtful  vrhether  the  party  in  power  will  be  able  to  cope  with  the 
Carlists,  whose  prospects  brighten  in  proportion  as  those  of  the 
government  party  are  obscured.

M.  Gasparin,  Minister  of  the  Interior. 

Admiral  Rosamul,  Minister  of  the  Marino. 

Another  series  of  ordannances  accepts  the  resignations  of  Mar¬ 
shal  Maisen,  Minialer  of  the  War  Department,  and  of  M.  Pansy 
the  Minister  of  Commerce  and  Public  Works.  Admiral  Rosa 
mel  is  to  fill  the  former  station  ad  interim,  and  M.  Duchatel  to  re¬ 
place  M.  Ptssy  until  his  successor  shall  have  been  appointed. 

Count  de  Montalivet  lesumrs  his  formerposl of  InlendantGen- 
eial  of  (be  King’s  Household,  and  Baron  Fain,  who  held  that  of¬ 
fice,  has  been  appointed  Grand  Officer  of  the  Legion  of  Honor 
Firit  Secretary  of  the  King’a  Cabinet,  Honorary  IntendanI  Gen 
eral  of  the  Civil  List,  and  charged  ad  interim  with  its  admini 
iraiion. 

Cneint  d’Ar^ut  likewise  resumes  his  situation  as  Governor  of 
Ihe  Bank  of  France,  in  consequence  of  the  resignijion  of  Btron 
Davillier,  who  is  to  preserve  the  title  of  Honorary  Governor  ofthe 
Bank  of  Prance. 

Spain. — The  condition  of  Spain  is  wretched  in  the  extreme. _ 

There  is  very  little  security  either  for  life  or  property.  A  corres¬ 
pondent  of  the  London  Morning  Herald  writes : 

The  nation  is  ruined — irremediably  ruined — thanks  to  the  finan 
eial  operations  of  the  patriotic  ministers,  and  the  revolutionary 
schemes  of  Ihe  emigrants  of  1823  This  state  of  things  cannot 
last.  The  present  system  must  fall  before  long ;  hut  it  is  horrible 
|Obe  oUiged  to  think,  that  previously  te  its  fall,  the  present  agila- 
|Ora  in  this  country,  convinced  that  their  reign  ia  to  be  short,  will 
fPduce  the  nation  to  beggary  or  deluge  il  in  blood.

— There  are  new  tying  before  us  letters  which 
were  received  yesterday  from  Jamaica,  with  accounts  which  prove 
to  our  thorough  conviction,  that,  under  the  denomination  of  appren- 
tises,  emanci|ialed  negroes  eonlinuo  to  suffer,  without  redress,  co¬ 
ercion  and  cruelties  common  to  their  former  stale,  as  slaves.  Im¬ 
mediate  means  must  be  adopted  to  withhold  further  payments 
money  fornomiaal  eaiancipation.— [London  Patriot. 

Euphrates  Expedition — Recovert  of  the  Tigris. — 
We  learn  by  advices  received  by  way  of  Alexandria,  from  his 
Majesty’s  Consul  at  AleiandretU,  that  the  iron  steamer  Tigris, 
(oiming  part  ol  the  Euphrates  expedition,  the  loss  of  which  wo 
lately  reported  as  having  been  caused  by  a  squall  on  the  river  Eu 
phrates,  has  been  recovered.  She  was  found  with  her  keel  up¬ 
wards,  a  few  dim  after  Ihe  accident,  without  having  »uflu<od  ma 
teiial  injury.  The  last  advices  from  Colonel  Chesney  slate  that 
the  exp^tion  was  doing  well.— [Malta  Gazette. 

The  Prince  of  Ohanob  and  Hit  children.— His RoyRl 
Highness  it  said  to  have  intistod  rigorously  ou  frugality  and  hardi¬ 
ness,  in  the  education  and  bringing  up  of  his  sons.

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Remarkable  Snow  Storm  — A  letter  from  a  friend  in  Sken 
eateles  written  on  Thursday  last,  gives  an  account  of  one  of  the 
most  extraoidinary  snow  storms  that  ever  occurred  in  any  aotumii 
in  this  state.  On  Wednesday  momii.g  it  coininenced  snowing,  and 
it  continued  to  fall  profusely  during  the  whole  of  that  day,  and  the 
next.  It  was  computed  that  the  fall  of  snow,  but  for  the  rapid 
melting,  would  have  eqsalled  three  feet.  As  it  was,  the  snow  lay 
sixteen  inches  deep  at  the  time  the  letter  was  wrilti  n.  Great  de¬ 
struction  took  place  among  the  fruit  and  forest  trees,  which  were 
broken  by  the  burden  of  snow  resting  upon  them.  Such  a  storm, 
at  such  a  period  of  th  t  year,  is  altogether  without  a  precedent  in 
this  climate,  and  adds  a  prominent  item  to  the  eccrntricities  of 
this  remarkable  season. — Com.  Adv. 

The  Snow  Storm  —We  published  yesterday  an  account  ofthe 

extraordinary  anow  storm  at  Skeneateles  on  Wednesday  last. _ 

We  have  since  conversed  with  friends  from  the  counties  of  Che¬ 
nango  and  Tompkins,  who  inform  us  that  the  storm  commence  I  on 
Tucidi^  evening  and  continued  until  Thursday  morning.  At  Bur¬ 
dette,  Tompkins  county,  after  it  had  been  snowing  for  14  hours  our 
informant  measured  the  depth  ofthe  fall, and  found  that  it  was  then 
eighteen  i.NCHES  DEEP,  on  the  level,  and  he  was  informed  by 
others  who  roearurel  on  Thurday  morning  that  it  was  then  two 
feet  in  depth.  Our  informant  (tasted  up  Cayuga  lake  on  Thurs¬ 
day  on  bo^  the  steamboat,  w  here  he  saw  at  the  several  landings, 
sleighs,  with  loads  of  passengers,  and  he  was  told  that  the  sieigh’ 
ing  was  very  good  in  the  vicinity  ofthe  lake.  In  nianyplacs- 
whilc  in  tha  kUse,  be  saw  large  troos  broken  down  by  the  weight, 
of  the  snow  and  ice— and  Ihe  farmers  were  seen  shaking  off  the 
snow  from  the  trees  to  prevent  farther  injury.  At  this  lime,  the 
pear  and  apple  Ireec  w  re  laden  with  fruit.  The  curtains  ofthe 
stage  were  frozen  to  a  degree  that  is  seldom  exceeded, even  in  the 
midst  of  winter. 

Since  the  above  was  in  type,  we  have  received  a  loiter  from  a 
friend  at  Caroline,  about  six  miles  from  Ithaca,  dated  the  6th  inst., 
from  which  we  give  the  following  extract : 

“  On  the  28th  and  31st  August,  we  had  frost  that  killed  the  vines 
and  other  tender  things  in  low  places  ;  a.id  on  the  2  i  and  6ih  S;  p- 
tember,  severe  frosts  made  the  work  i.-f  dealruciion  complete  with 
buckwheat,  corn, /be.  except  on  the  lowest  lands  on  rivers  and 
lakes,  and  on  the  highest  hills  ;  so  that,  from  the  present  appear¬ 
ances,  there  will  not  probably  be  more  than  one-eighth  of  a  cron 
of  com  and  buckwheat.  On  the  28lh  and30lh  of  September,  our 
groun.l  each  day  was  covered  with  snow,  and  this  morning  I  mea¬ 
sured  16  inches  of  snow  in  nianyplaces,  where  there  was  no  drift. 
It  fell  the  day  and  two  nights  previous.  The  snow  now,  5  o’clock, 
P.  M.  is  more  than  a  foot  deep,  and  is  still  cloudy.  There  is  much 
buckwheat  and  oats  still  out — considerable  of  nhich  must  be  ruin¬ 
ed;  all  Ihe  corn  and  (lolatoes  still  in  the  fields,  and  such  destruc¬ 
tion  to  fruit  trees  has  not  probably  occurred  within  the  memory  of 
man.  The  trees,  loaded  with  apples  and  leaves  let  but  little  snow 
pass  through  them  ;  and  I  think  nearly  one-fifth  of  iny  full  grown 
apple  trees  are  almost  entirety  destroyed.  Thousands  and  tens  of 
thousands  must  be  destroyed  in  our  state.” — 76.

religious  centie,  are  not  matured,  and  cannot  be  with 
out  more  lac ts.  The  Committee  propose  extending 
missions  up  tbe  populous  valley  of  Siam,  towards 
China  in  that  direction ;  to  the  great  neighboring 
islands  of  Sumatra,  Java  and  Borneo;  and  to  the 
coasts  of.  China  and  Japan,  as  soon  as  divine  Provi 
dence  allows  missions  to  occupy  them.  Already  we 
have  a  station  in  Siam,  another  at  Canton,  and  one 
or  two  in  the  islands. 

How  soon  it  will  be  piaciicable  to  extend  our  mis¬ 
sions  westward  from  the  Sandwich  Islands  among 
other  islands  of  the  North  Pacific,  it  is  not  now  pos¬ 
sible  to  determine. 

Such  is  a  concise  geographical  view  of  the  plans 
of  the  Committee,  as  far  at  they  have  been  formed, 
for  the  missions  of  the  Board,  in  benighted  countries 
beyond  the  limits  of  our  own  territory. 

The  Indian  tribes  may  be  arranged  geographically 
in  two  classes — those  within  the  limits  of  the  states 
and  tertitories  of  the  Union,  and  those  beyond  the 
western  frontiers.  The  foimer,  to  which,  a  few  years 
since,  missions  were  principally  confined,  are  now  re¬ 
moving  from  their  present  location;  and  considering 
their  prospects,  may,  in  the  formation  of  future  plans, 
be  left  out  of  the  account.  Their  number  at  the  pre¬ 
sent  time  may  be  estimated  at  75.000. 

Tbe  tribes  beyond  the  limits  of  our  states  and  ter¬ 
ritories  may  also  be  divided  into  two  classes ;  the  one 
embracing  liie  tribes  which  have  emigrated  from  the 
east,  and  the  other  those  who  now  occupy  their  ori¬ 
ginal  country.  The  former  are  generally  agticultu 
rists,  and  settled  in  their  mode  of  living,  and  most  of 
them  are  partially  civilized  ;  while  the  latter  obtain 
subsistence  mainly  by  hunting,  are  migratory  in  tbeir 
habits,  and  savage  in  tbeir  character.  The  emigrant 
tribes,  when  they  shall  be  joined  by  their  bieihren 
now  east  of  the  Mississippi  river,  will  probably  em¬ 
brace  about  108,000  souls,  while  tbe  native  tribes  be¬ 
tween  our  western  frontiers  and  the  Rocky  Moun¬ 
tains,  including  about  10,000  Ojibwas  on  the  north, 
are  estimated  to  contain  122,000.  Of  the  number  of

CHltlST.— The  name  of  Bunyan  has  been  embalme  .  in  the  me¬ 
mory  of  two  centuries.  Many  a  ‘  pilgrim,’  who  has  fouDd  his  ‘  pri^ 
grcBs’  to  the  ‘  celestial  city’  enlighleued,  ch  eretl,  and  comforted  by 
Ilia  inimitable  allegory,  will  ibreeor  have  reason  lo  bless  God  for 
ihc  service  undrsignedly  ri  ndered  lo  the  cause  of  vital  piety  by  the 
twelve  years’  imprisonment  of  this  holy  dreamer.  The  present 
work,  though  not  admiiling  of  the  same  exhibilion  of  original  ta¬ 
lents  as  the  other,  will  be  seen  to  be  characterwed  by  ibe  peculiar 
I'nction  and  savoriness  of  llie  good  man’s  spirit,  ano  is  caainenily 
calculated  lo  afford  relief  tn  the  trembling  huper  in  the  great  salva¬ 
tion.  It  is,  we  understand,  pul  before  the  publ.e  stereotyped,  at 
the  private  charge  of  a  benevolerl  indiviilual,  who  authorues  the 
publisher  to  sell  it  considerably  below  first  cost,  in  ordor  to  in¬ 
sure  it  a  wider  circulation.  This  he  does  at  the  expense  of  several 
hundred  dollars.  In  addition,  therefiire,  to  the  intrinsic  merits  of 
the  wotk,  the  circumstances  of  its  publication  constitute  a  strong 
claim  upon  tho  patronage  of  the  Christian  community.  P. 
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I  observed  that  the  object  of  prayer  was,  not  to 
secure  party  ends,  but  the  glory  of  God  in  the  up¬ 
building  of  Christ’s  church.  Now,  while  brethren 
pray  for  this  object,  is  there  not  hope  that  parly 
ends  will  be  forgotten  in  common  labors  for  the  truth? 

I  noticed  a  spirit  of  foibearance,  a  willingness  to 
withdraw  any  measure  calculated  to  excite  and  di¬ 
vide.  This  is  not  the  spirit  of  disunion.  It  tends  to 
union,  and  goes  far  to  justify  the  remark,  that  there 
is  hope  in  Israel  concerning  this  thing.  Let  the  spi¬ 
rit  of  foibearance  be  continued — let  those  who  have 
seen  differently,  and  fell  differently,  strive  to  out  do 
each  other  in  this — let  all  occasions  for  schism  be 
kept  out  of  sight  and  out  of  mind,  and  let  one  prayer- 


lo  say  concerning  their  mode  of  opei-ating.  The 
object  at  which  they  aim  is,  with  the  divine  blessing, 
to  render  the  natives  independent  of  foreign  aid  as 
soon  as  possible.  They  would  add,  however,  that 
they  have  no  confidence  in  this  or  any  other  system 
of  means,  except  as  instrumentalities  in  the  hands  of 
the  Almighty  Spirit,  which  he  is  wont  to  bless.  All 
will  be  in  vain  without  bis  blessing.  Yet  that  bless¬ 
ing  is  promised,  absolutely  pledged,  in  the  work  of 
propagating  the  gospel — may  be  calculated  upon ; 
and  it  is  unbelief  to  fear  lest,  notwithstanding  the 
explicit  promises  of  God,  the  churches  will  labor  in 
vain  and  spend  their  strength  for  nought  in  such  a 
work  as  this.  At  least  such  are  the  practical  views 
of  the  subject  taken  by  the  Committee. 

It  is  dinicult  to  say  vhat  number  of  laborers  will 
be  needed  to  carry  out  the  plans  which  have  been 
described.  Probably  twelve  hundred  ordained  mis¬ 
sionaries,  including  the  115  already  in  the  service 
of  the  Board  in  foreign  fields,  would  suffice;  and 
these  should  have  the  assistance  of  about  three  hun¬ 
dred  laymen,  as  physicians,  printers,  teachers,  etc. 

No  portion  of  the  heathen  will  require  so  many  la¬ 
borers,  or  so  great  expense,  in  proportion  to  the  num¬ 
ber  of  souls,  as  the  migratory  tribes  of  the  N.  A.  In¬ 
dians.  No  class  of  the  heathen,  probably,  require  so 
much  to  be  done  for  them,  or  are  to  undergo  a  great¬ 
er  change  in  habits  and  character,  under  the  influence 
of  the  Christian  religion. 

The  question  will  arise,  whether  it  is  practicable 
for  a  single  missionary  society  to  superintend  and  di¬ 
rect  a  system  thus  extended  ?  It  will  be  altogether 
practicable.  More  laborers  would  indeed  be  required 
in  tbe  corresponding  and  financial  departments.  The 
treasurer  would  need  more  clerks.  Another  secre-

Rooms.  An  editor  might  be  appointed  for  the  Mis  i 
sionary  Herald  and  the  other  publications  of  the  i 
Board,  who  should  devote  his  whole  time  to  that  i 
business.  Africa  and  the  North  Pacific  might  then  \ 
be  added  to  the  department  of  Indian  missions. —  : 
Thus  the  division  of  labor  might  be  carried  to  much 
greater  perfection  than  it  is  at  present,  and  the  rani-  ' 
tifarious  business,  which  is  now  not  without  system,  ' 
might  be  reduced  to  a  still  more  perfectly  systematic 
arrangement.  More  time  also  would  be  required  of 
the  Prudential  Committee.  But  it  is  important  to 
add,  that  the  labors  and  responsibilities  at  the  Mis¬ 
sionary  Rooms  are  not  necessarily  and  materially  in¬ 
creased  by  an  increase  of  the  number  of  missionaries 
in  any  one  mission.  In  general,  the  missions  of  the 
Board  are  expected  to  organize  themselves  for  united 
deliberation  and  business,  as  soon  as  three  brethien 
belong  to  them,  and  to  become  jointly  responsible  to 
the  Prudential  Committee  for  all  their  measuies  as  a 
body  and  as  individuals.  The  more  numerous  a 
mission  becomes,  therefore,  provided  proper  care  lias 
been  taken  in  selecting  the  members,  tho  more  re¬ 
sponsibility  will  be  thrown  upon  it,  and  the  more  will 
the  executive  officers  at  home  be  relieved  from  care. 
Tiiree  hundred  missionaiies,  distributed  among  our 
existing  missions,  after  they  had  actually  entered 
their  respective  fields,  would  alleviate,  rather  than 
increase,  the  cares  of  those  who  have  the  direction  of 
the  missions. 

The  Board  will  not  deem  twelve  hundred  preach¬ 
ers  of  the  gospel  a  large  number  to  send  into  the  ex¬ 
tended  fields  we  have  been  contemplating.  Already, 
through  the  smiles  of  Heaven,  more  than  one-twelfth 
part  of  the  numbei  are  onlhegtound.  But  when  all 
are  there,  supposing  we  assign  to  each  man  the  re¬ 
sponsibility  of  seeing  the  gospel  published  lo  50,000 
souls,  our  supply  reaches  only  60,000,000  of  the  hun¬ 
dreds  of  millions  which  are  to  be  evangelized.  But 
let  the  tentral  situation  of  our  contemplated  points 
Ite  considered.  In  Africa  they  extend  along  its  high 
places — its  central  regions — the  sources  of  its  great 
rivers — the  seats  of  its  more  civilized  and  powerful 
native  races  and  kingdoms.  In  Asia,  they  are  the  | 
very  foci  of  nations.  They  are  tbe  radiant  points  of 
light  and  influence.  Aud  should  our  thirty  or  forty 
contemplated  seminaries  enjoy  the  gracious  visita¬ 
tions  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  they  will  be  like  cities  set 
on  a  hill ;  they  will  gleam  over  a  wide  extent  of  ter- 
lory.  _

^We  presume  onr  readers  will  be  interetted  in  the  conclud¬ 
ing  portion  of  the  annual  report  of  the  American  Board, 
presented  at  the  late  meeting  at  Hartford.  No  one,  on  read¬ 
ing  it,  will  wonder  that  the  committee  should  bo  found  a  lit¬ 
tle  in  advance  of  their  receipts,  or  that  they  should  call  on 
tbe  churches  to  increase  their  contributions. 

Views  of  the  Prudential  Committee  in  respect  to 

the  present  and  future  operations  of  the  Board. 

The  Committee  have  two  objects  in  the  communi¬ 
cation  they  are  about  making  to  the  Board. 

1.  To  show  that  the  Committee  are  extending  their 
operations  in  the  heathen  world,  with  reference  to 
system  and  to  gieat  ultimate  results. 

2.  To  see  if  the  Board  will  sanction  them  in  en¬ 
deavoring,  with  the  divine  aid,  to  carry  this  plan 
out  ioto  execution,  as  fully  aud  as  speedily  as  pos¬ 
sible. 

The  attention  of  the  Board  is  first  invited  to  coun¬ 
tries  situated  beyond  sea. 

Two  preliminary  remarks  are  impottant; 

1.  It  is  presumed  that  tbe  evangelical  churches  of 
Cbrisieodom  have  entered  upon  tbe  work  of  missions 
to  the  heathen,  with  the  intention  of  publishing  the 
gospel  to  the  whole  unevangelized  world. 

2.  That  the  American  Board,  however,  as  a  mis¬ 
sionary  institution,  does  not  undertake  alone  to  pub¬ 
lish  tbe  gospel  to  all  these  nations. 

Other  societies  in  this  land,  and  Christians  of  oth¬ 
er  nations,  have  entered  upon  this  work,  and  others 
still  will  engage  in  if.  Our  English  brethren  are 
doing  more  than  ourselves,  and  will  not  be  behind 
us  in  this  race  of  usefulness.  The  French  and  Ger¬ 
man  churches,  too,  are  beginning  to  develop  the  spi¬ 
rit  of  miaaionary  enterprize ;  but,  for  aome  time  to 
come,  owing  to  the  sUte  of  their  civil  and  religious 
institutions  and  the  limited  prevalence  of  evangelical 
piety  among  them,  these  churches  can  be  expected 
to  do  little  more  than  furnish  auxiliary  forces  to  the 
grand  spiritual  armies  of  England  and  America.  In

bands  extend  westerly  to  the  head  waters  of  the  Mis¬ 
souri.  Here  we  meet  with  numerous  extensive  tribes, 
through  which  the  line  should  be  extended  till  it  in¬ 
tersect  the  first  mentioned  line  beyond  the  Rocky 
Mountains.
